In a People’s Democracy 


GRACE GARDOS, who married Emil - 


Gardos, well-known to the~ Hungarian 
community here, writes me to describe her 
first May. Day in Budapest, one of those 
fine personal experiences that tell volumes 
about life in the people’s democracies. 


“Last May Day,’ she says, “we were still a divided © 


family. My husband was already in the Old 
World which has become so new. Our son and | 
were.in New York. Now we are united in Budapest. 

“S 
the middle of April, for then everyone is alread 


decorated and the work is 
done by its occupants. Every- 
one helps. — . 

“I saw the firemen ‘with 
their extension ladders on 
the streets Friday and Sat- 
urday, moving from building 
to building, giving their vol- 
unteer time to help put up 
the decorations.~ I went to 
my husband's office and 
learned how to make artificial 
roses which were to cover the 


front of the g. The workers of this office, 


as did those everywhere, unanimously voted to— 


give at ne — hours daily in volunteer after- 
time work for the preparations. This lengthened 
until after midnight the last three days. . 

’ 


“LEKE 500,000 other workers of Budapest, 
our family began its day at 7 a:m. We set out 
in our three separate directions. I went to my 
seat on ogee vn A Utea on the balcony of one of 
the houses: which was a former mansion of a rich 
family and which now houses the Partisan 
League. My husband went to march with the 
Federation of Scientific and Technical Societies. 
Our 10-year-old Johnny joined with the Uttoros 
(Pioneers). 

“The working people went by in the thou- 
sands: .a sea of red flags, banners and signs. 
Miners, cement workers, doetors, nurses, students, 
hodecarriers, agricultural workers, postmen, scien- 
tists, forest rangers, building trades, entire fac- 
tories, offices, hospitals. The most moving to me 
were the. tens of thousands of children and young 
workers; thé children in their white shirts, ‘blue 
caps and pants and blue neckerchiefs, the uniform 
of the Uttoros. Singing, shouting slogans they came 
in an endless procession. 

“And they knew what they were marching for. 
Not only had their living standard increased 
constantly, but the new Five-Year Plan will: mean 
an 80 percent increase in production; a 60 per- 
cent increase in the standard of living; 65,000 
new modern dwellings; 100,000 engineers, doc- 
tors, etc., and no unemployment, but:a need for 

300,000 new industrial workers. .. . 


“THEY MOVED into the Coe of the 
Heroes a combination of the Lincoln monument

Bronx Park behind it. The main theme of the 
parade was peace. This was expressed beginning 
with the two hours march of the People’s Army

Was Anti-Semiti

The New York Times is continu- 
ing to peddle its pet Big Lie, de- 
spite exposure after exposure of 
the falseness of its campaign to 
prove that the Soviet Union is cul- 
tivating anti-Semitism.

copies of the newspaper Pravda, 
available to Newsweek; the Times 
and Post, there were published the 
names of hundreds of artists, writ- 
ers, scientists, statesmen, etc., who 
won Stalin Prizes for their work 
in 1948; 

It is of great significance to note 
how many prizes were won by Jew- 
ish citizens in the Soviet Union. 
But we will return to that later.
